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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Location  and  Climate 

Appalachian  State  Teachers  College  is  located  at  Boone,  county  seat  of  Watauga 
County,  North  Carolina,  on  the  crest  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains  at  an  elevation 
of  3,333  feet  above  sea  level. 

Located  only  eight  miles  from  the  famous  Blowing  Rock  and  five  miles  off  the 
Blue  Ridge  Parkway,  which  connects  the  Shenandoah  and  the  Smoky  Mountain 
National  Parks,  Boone  is  easily  accessible  over  United  States  Highways  221,  321, 
421,  which  intersect  in  and  lead  out  from  the  town. 

Appalachian  has  the  highest  elevation  of  any  four-year  college  east  of  the 
Mississippi.  The  high  elevation  assures  a  summer  climate  unexcelled.  The  days 
are  refreshing  and  pleasant;  the  nights  require  blankets  for  comfort.  The  moun- 
tains, the  rhododendron,  the  mountain  laurel  are  beautiful.  The  person  who  wishes 
to  combine  a  summer  of  study  with  one  of  recreation  in  the  Blue  Ridge  Moun- 
tains will  find  stimulating  opportunities  at  Appalachian. 

Accreditation 

Appalachian  is  a  member  of  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools,  American  Council  on  Education,  American  Association  of  Colleges  for 
Teacher  Education,  National  Council  for  Accreditation  of  Teacher  Education, 
North  Carolina  Association  of  Colleges  and  Universities,  National  Association  of 
Schools  of  Music,  and  the  National  Association  of  Business  Teacher  Education. 

Purpose  and  Philosophy 

Appalachian  provides  an  opportunity  for  students  to  acquire  a  liberal  education, 
to  develop  those  qualities  of  mind  and  character  that  make  for  excellence  of 
human  endeavor,  and  to  prepare  for  teaching,  school  administration,  and  other 
professional  careers  and  public  services. 

The  administration  and  faculty  are  engaged  in  a  continuous  curriculum  study  to 
develop  and  maintain  a  program  of  education  that  will  qualify  prospective  teachers 
for  the  most  effective  service  in  the  schools  of  North  Carolina.  The  curriculum 
is  designed  to  give  each  student  a  broad  background  in  general  education;  a  depth 
of  understanding  in  one  or  more  fields  of  special  interest;  a  thorough  understanding 
of  professional  education  to  include  specialized  methods,  techniques,  and  principles 
useful  in  the  teaching  profession;  and  a  pattern  of  wholesome  cooperative  demo- 
cratic living.  Through  study  and  experience  in  these  areas  students  can  develop  a 
sound  philosophy  of  life  and  of  education. 

Housing 

The  college  has  ten  residence  halls  housing  approximately  twenty-five  hundred 
students.  Each  room  is  equipped  with  basic  furniture,  but  the  student  is  expected 
to  supply  his  linens,  blankets,  rugs,  pillow,  curtains,  and  other  personal  furnish- 
ings according  to  individual  tastes.  Each  student  is  expected  to  observe  dormitory 
regulations  and  take  care  of  the  furnishings  of  the  room.  Students  may  not  have 
in  the  room  any  cooking  appliances,  refrigeration,  or  any  other  electrical  appli- 
ances except  lamps,  radio,  record  player,  sewing  machine,  hair  drier,  razor;  nor 
may  they  place  any  attachments  to  the  walls,  plumbing,  or  electric  wiring.  The 
college  reserves  the  right  to  inspect  the  residence  halls  regularly. 

Dormitory  rooms  may  be  occupied  on  the  day  preceding  registration  day  of  the 
term  for  which  a  student  plans  to  enroll.  Rooms  must  be  vacated  on  the  last  day 
of  the  term  for  which  a  student  has  been  enrolled. 
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A  woman  graduate  student  who  wishes  to  live  in  a  residence  hall  with  other 
graduate  students  should  state  in  her  letter  requesting  a  room  reservation  that 
she  is  a  graduate  student  and  that  she  wishes  to  live  in  a  graduate  section.  Spaces 
for  women  graduate  students  will  be  reserved  in  Watauga  and  East  Halls.  Spaces 
for  married  couples  may  also  be  reserved  in  Watauga  Hall.  To  reserve  a  room,  a 
student  should  fill  in  the  Room  Reservation  Blank  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
bulletin  and  mail  it  with  the  room  reservation  fee  directly  to  the  office  of  the 
Dean  of  Men  or  Dean  of  Women,  Appalachian  State  Teachers  College,  Boone, 
North  Carolina,  28607. 

Standard  accommodations  are  for  two  occupants  to  each  room,  although  a  limited 
number  of  private  rooms  without  private  baths  are  available  upon  request.  See 
bulletin  section  under  Expenses  for  rental  costs. 

Students  living  in  the  residence  halls  take  their  meals  in  the  cafeteria.  Students 
who  commute  or  who  have  rooming  accommodations  in  Boone  have  the  privilege 
of  taking  their  meals  in  the  cafeteria.  Meals  are  prepared  by  experienced  chefs 
under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  trained  dietitians.  Every  effort  is  made  to 
provide  wholesome,  appetizing  food  at  minimum  cost. 

Because  of  limited  dormitory  space,  some  students  may  find  it  necessary  to 
secure  rooms  in  town.  A  list  of  available  housing  in  town  may  be  obtained  from 
the  offices  of  the  Dean  of  Men  or  Dean  of  Women.  All  students  enrolled  in  the 
college,  whether  living  on  campus  or  off  campus,  are  subject  to  the  rules  of  good 
citizenship  and  exemplary  conduct  as  administered  and  supervised  by  the  college 
administration  and  the  Student  Council. 

Recreational  Facilities  and  Activities 

Health  and  physical  education  buildings  are  open  to  summer  school  students. 
A  large  swimming  pool  is  available  on  schedule  to  both  men  and  women  students. 
Excellent  tennis  courts  and  playing  fields  for  baseball,  softball,  volleyball,  and 
other  outdoor  games  are  available.  Excellent  golfing  facilities  are  offered  by  the 
nearby  Boone  golf  course.  Hiking  and  fishing  in  the  mountains  are  fascinating 
sports.  The  college  maintains  an  extensive  intramural  program. 

Many  tourist  attractions  are  located  in  and  near  Boone.  The  Blowing  Rock 
is  eight  miles  and  Grandfather  Mountain  fifteen  miles  from  the  campus.  "Horn 
in  the  West,"  the  widely  acclaimed  outdoor  drama,  is  only  a  few  blocks  from 
the  campus.  "Tweetsie,"  the  last  narrow-gauge  railroad  in  eastern  America,  is 
four  miles  away.  The  Boone  area  is  unsurpassed  for  scenic  beauty  and  grandeur. 
Assistance  will  be  given  in  planning  trips  to  nearby  points  of  interest. 

Summer  Concerts  and  Lectures 

A  series  of  programs  including  convocations,  concerts,  lectures,  recitals  and 
selected  films  are  scheduled  to  extend  cultural  opportunities  to  students  and  the 
college  community.  Students  are  encouraged  to  join  the  summer  band  and  other 
music  organizations  sponsored  by  the  Department  of  Music. 

Reading  Center 

The  college  maintains  a  reading  center  for  students  who  need  and  are  in- 
terested in  diagnostic  and  remedial  help  in  reading.  The  center  also  serves  as  a 
laboratory  for  college  students  and  teachers  where  they  can  observe  and  get  ex- 
perience in  working  with  students  who  need  help  in  reading. 

Placement  Services 

Appalachian  maintains  an  Office  of  Placement  with  a  Director  and  staff  whose 
function  is  to  assist  students  and  alumni  in  securing  suitable  positions.  All  qualified 
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students  and  alumni  who  have  completed  or  expect  to  complete  any  one  of  the 
degree  programs  register  for  permanent  placement  services. 

Although  the  Office  of  Placement  cannot  guarantee  professional  appointments, 
every  effort  is  made  to  study  the  professional  qualifications  and  interests  of  the 
student  and  to  assist  him  in  obtaining  satisfactory  placement.  Relationships  have 
been  established  with  outstanding  school  systems,  colleges,  industries,  and  local, 
state  and  federal  governmental  agencies  throughout  the  country.  The  Office  main- 
tains accurate  and  up-to-date  information  regarding  vacancies,  certification  and 
license  requirements,  and  qualifying  examinations,  and  arranges  for  interviews 
with  prospective  employers. 

The  Office  of  Placement  maintains  membership  in  the  Southern  College  Place- 
ment Association,  the  College  Placement  Council,  and  the  State  and  National 
Association  for  School,  College  and  University  Staffing,  whose  members  are  en- 
titled to  reciprocal  placement  services  and  nationwide  computerized  alumni  service. 

Motor  Vehicle  Regulations 

The  college  tries  to  provide  adequate  parking  facilities  for  students  who  find 
it  necessary  to  use  cars  for  transportation  to  classes.  Since  the  space  available  for 
parking  is  limited,  students  who  live  on  the  campus  are  required  to  leave  their 
cars  at  home  or  to  park  them  in  the  parking  areas  around  the  residence  halls. 
Students  are  not  permitted  to  park  their  cars  in  areas  marked  "staff"  or  in  other 
restricted  areas. 

A  student  who  owns  or  operates  a  motor  vehicle  on  the  campus  must  register 
it  with  the  traffic  department  of  the  college  and  receive  and  display  a  registration 
sticker,  which  is  valid  for  the  summer,  expiring  September  1.  The  current  motor 
vehicle  registration  fee  charged  by  the  college  is  $1.50. 

The  Laboratory  Schools 

Elementary  School:  The  elementary  demonstration  school  will  open  on  June  19 
and  close  on  August  4.  The  work  in  the  elementary  school  will  cover  seven  grades. 
The  demonstration  classes  are  taught  by  regular  and  visiting  faculty  members  of 
the  school.  Fees  charged  for  students  attending  the  elementary  school  are  as 
follows:

High  School:  The  high  school  will  open  on  June  12  and  close  August  3.  The 
work  in  high  school  will  cover  most  high  school  subjects.  The  demonstration  classes 
are  taught  by  regular  and  visiting  faculty  members  of  the  school.

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ADMISSIONS 

Each  student  who  plans  to  attend  the  summer  quarter  must  make  a  request  for 
registration.  A  request  form  can  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  bulletin. 

Undergraduate  students  who  are  enrolling  at  the  college  for  the  first  time  should 
address  all  correspondence  concerning  admission  to  The  Director  of  Admissions, 

Appalachian  State  Teachers  College,  Boone,  North  Carolina  28607. 

First  year  freshmen.  Beginning  freshmen  are  admitted  by  certificate,  high 
school  graduation,  or  examination.  Graduates  of  accredited  high  schools  must 
rank  in  the  upper  half  of  their  graduating  classes,  and  present  two  units  of  algebra 
or  one  unit  of  algebra  and  one  unit  of  geometry. 

Graduates  of  non-accredited  high  school  are  admitted  by  certificate  and  satis- 
factory scores  on  an  entrance  examination. 

Applicants  must  have  filed  satisfactory  scores  on  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test 
of  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board,  which  should  be  taken  in  the  senior 
year,  preferably  in  December  or  January.  For  information  regarding  the  test, 
application  fees,  reports,  examination  centers,  and  dates,  the  student  should  con- 
sult his  high  school  principal  or  guidance  counselor. 

An  undergraduate  student  from  a  college  or  university  other  than  Appa- 
lachian who  expects  to  transfer  credits  earned  in  the  summer  session  to  his 
institution  should  present  a  statement  from  the  Dean  of  his  college  stating  that 
he  is  a  student  in  good  standing  and  that  his  proposed  course  of  study  for  the 
summer  is  approved.  Upon  request  an  official  transcript  of  courses  taken  during 
the  summer  will  be  mailed  to  the  student's  home  institution. 

Undergraduate  students  who  are  currently  enrolled  at  Appalachian  and 
who  are  eligible  to  continue  in  attendance  should  submit  their  requests  for  registra- 
tion in  the  summer  quarter  to  the  Registrar  at  least  one  month  before  the  opening 
of  the  term  for  which  registration  is  desired. 

Students  who  have  withdrawn  in  good  standing  from  the  college  or  who  have 
been  suspended  for  academic  deficiencies  or  other  reasons  should  submit  their 
requests  for  readmission  to  the  Dean  of  Student  Affairs. 

Graduate  students  who  have  not  previously  registered  at  Appalachian  should 
request  an  application  for  admission  to  graduate  studies  from  the  Dean  of  the 
Graduate  School. 

Teachers  who  are  not  applying  for  admission  to  Graduate  Studies  should 
submit  their  requests  for  registration  in  the  summer  session  to  the  Registrar. 

Special  Students.  Applicants  who  are  mature  and  who  may  not  meet  admission 
requirements  but  who  have  had  a  satisfactory  record  of  experience  and  education 
may  be  admitted  to  courses  which  they  may  be  able  to  pursue  with  profit.  Special 
students  who  desire  to  become  candidates  for  degrees  must  satisfy  entrance  require- 
ments. 

Auditors.  Students  enrolled  at  the  college  or  students  with  satisfactory 
records  of  experience  and  education  may  be  admitted  to  specific  courses  as  auditors 
with  the  consent  of  the  Dean  of  Student  Affairs  and  the  instructor  concerned. 
Students  who  audit  courses  must  register  in  the  Registrar's  office,  must  be  regular 
in  attendance,  but  will  not  receive  grades  or  credit. 

First  time  admission.  An  applicant  who  has  never  previously  enrolled  at  the 
college  must  submit  a  formal  application  with  a  five  dollar  processing  fee,  which 
is  not  refundable,  to  the  Director  of  Admissions,  Appalachian  State  Teachers 
College,  Boone,  North  Carolina.  First  time  applicants  should  not  file  the  summer 
school  application  found  at  the  back  of  this  catalog.

Auditors  do  not  take  tests, 
examinations,  or  receive  grades  or  credit.

Special  Note 

Before  taking  final  examinations  at  the  close  of  the  quarter  or  term,  a  student 
is  expected  to  settle  all  accounts.  A  student  may  not  register  for  a  new  term  until 
all  charges  have  been  paid  or  arranged  for.  A  student  cannot  receive  a  degree, 
certificate,  or  transcript  of  credits  until  all  accounts  except  current  loans  have  been 
paid. 

Refunds  and  Withdrawals 

A  student  who  withdraws  from  the  college  before  the  end  of  the  quarter 
or  term  will  have  a  proportionate  part  of  the  amount  paid  for  board  refunded. 
If  a  student  withdraws  before  registration  for  the  quarter  or  term  is  closed,  one- 
half  of  the  fees  for  room  and  tuition  will  also  be  refunded.  Refunds  will  be 
calculated  from  the  date  of  the  official  withdrawal  from  the  college. 
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STUDENT  FINANCIAL  AID 

Information  to  Veterans 

A  veteran  who  plans  to  attend  the  college  under  the  educational  provisions  of 
Public  Law  358  should  apply  to  the  Veterans  Administration  for  benefits.  After 
the  application  is  processed,  the  veteran  will  receive  a  Certificate  of  Eligibility. 
This  Certificate  of  Eligibility  should  be  submitted  to  the  Financial  Aid  Office  for 
completion  after  the  veteran  enrolls.  Under  this  law  a  veteran  pays  his  fees  at 
the  time  of  registration  but  receives  a  monthly  education  and  training  allowance 
from  the  Veterans  Administration  based  on  attendance  and  progress  reports  made 
by  the  college.  Since  the  first  check  is  sometimes  delayed,  a  veteran  should  make 
his  arrangements  early. 

A  veteran  who  enters  the  college  under  Public  Law  894  for  disabled  veterans 
and  has  the  approval  of  the  Veterans  Administration  will  have  his  tuition  and 
fees  paid  directly  to  the  college  by  the  government. 

Children  of  disabled  or  deceased  veterans  may  receive  assistance  in  payment  of 
tuition,  room,  meals,  and  other  college  fees.  For  information  and  application  forms, 
students  should  write  to  the  North  Carolina  Veterans  Commission,  Raleigh,  North 
Carolina. 


Self-Help 

The  college  provides  limited  opportunities  for  self-help  to  students  who  wish 
to  earn  a  part  of  their  college  expenses.  The  majority  of  part-time  employment  is 
under  the  College  Work-Study  Program  under  Title  I,  Part  C,  of  the  Economic 
Opportunity  Act  of  1964.  A  graduate  or  undergraduate  student  returning  to  school 
for  the  summer  session  only  is  not  eligible  for  this  program. 

National  Defense  Student  Loan  Program 

Appalachian  participates  in  the  National  Defense  Student  Loan  Program,  which 
is  a  part  of  the  National  Defense  Education  Act  of  1958.  From  this  program  stu- 
dents may  borrow  as  much  as  $1,000  a  year  but  not  more  than  a  total  of  $5,000 
in  the  four-year  college  program.  Students  in  any  field  of  study  are  eligible.  The 
act  specifically  states  that  special  consideration  shall  be  given  to  "students  with 
superior  academic  background."  No  interest  is  charged  on  the  loan  until  one  year 
after  graduation  or  discontinuance  of  study.  A  three  per  cent  interest  rate  is 
charged.  Fifty  per  cent  of  the  loan,  including  interest,  may  be  cancelled  if  the 
borrower  becomes  a  public  school  teacher,  a  teacher  in  a  non-profit  private 
elementary  or  secondary  school,  or  a  teacher  in  an  institution  of  higher  learning. 
Ten  per  cent  of  the  loan,  plus  interest,  is  cancelled  for  each  completed  year  of 
teaching,  up  to  five  years.  (A  graduate  or  undergraduate  student  returning  to 
school  for  the  summer  session  only  is  not  eligible  for  a  loan  under  this  program.) 

Scholarships 

A  limited  number  of  scholarships,  provided  by  the  Special  In-Service  Teacher 
Education  Program  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction, 
are  available  for  study  in  Humanities,  mathematics,  sciences,  and  social  sciences  for 
teachers  under  contract  for  1967-68.  A  statement  from  their  Superintendent  certi- 
fying employment  for  the  1967-68  academic  year  is  necessary. 
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ACADEMIC  REQUIREMENTS  AND 
REGULATIONS 

Appalachian  operates  on  the  quarter  system  with  the  year  divided  into  four 
quarters.  The  summer  quarter  consists  of  ten  weeks,  two  five-week  terms,  a  mid- 
summer term,  and  four  two-week  terms.  Students  receive  course  credit  on  the  basis 
of  quarter  hours. 

The  college  awards  the  Bachelor  of  Arts,  the  Bachelor  of  Science,  and  the  Master 
of  Arts  degrees. 

Baccalaureate  Degree  Requirements 

Requirements  Common  to  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of   Science 
Degrees. 

The  following  graduation  requirements  apply  to  both  baccalaureate  degrees 
and  for  all  students. 

1.  Completion  of  at  least  195  quarter  hours  with  a  grade  point  average  of  at 
least  2.0  on  all  work  attempted,  and  a  2.0  grade  point  average  on  all  work 
attempted  in  the  major  or  the  area  of  specialization.  A  transfer  student  must 
have  at  least  a  2.0  grade  point  average  on  all  work  attempted  at  Appalachian. 

2.  Compliance  with  specific  course  requirements  and  distribution  in  general  edu- 
cation and  specialization.  Specific  requirements  for  each  departmental  major 
and  minor  or  area  of  specialization  are  given  in  the  general  catalog. 

3.  Completion  of  residence  requirements. 

4.  Demonstration  of  proficiency  in  reading,  speech,  and  written  English. 

5.  Compliance  with  regulations  concerning  college  assembly  attendance,  settlement 

of  all  expense  accounts,  satisfactory  citizenship. 

6.  Recommendation  of  the  faculty. 

Meeting  graduation  requirements  is  the  student's  responsibility. 

For  details  of  baccalaureate  degree  requirements,  see  the  general  catalog  of  the 
college.

Preregistration 

In  order  to  avoid  long  registration  lines  on  June  7,  June  26,  July  13,  and  at  the 
beginning  of  each  two-week  term,  it  is  suggested  that  students  preregister.  To  pre- 
register  by  mail,  students  should  send  the  application  blank  in  the  back  of  this 
bulletin  to  the  appropriate  offices.  Applications  received  by  mail  on  or  before 
May  19  for  the  summer  quarter  and  first  term,  June  5  for  the  mid-summer  term, 
and  June  23  for  the  second  term  will  be  processed. 

Undergraduate  registrations  will  be  approved  by  the  Registrar's  Office  and  gradu- 
ate registrations  by  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School.  A  first-time  student  planning 
to  work  toward  a  degree  at  Appalachian  must  file  a  regular  application  form  and 
be  approved  by  either  the  Director  of  Admissions  (undergraduate)  or  the  Dean  of 
the  Graduate  School  (graduate)  .  Each  student  working  toward  a  degree  at  Appa- 
lachian is  responsible  for  choosing  the  courses  he  needs.  In  case  of  question  he  is 
urged  to  consult  with  his  adviser.  After  the  application  has  been  received  the 
student  will  be  sent  additional  instructions  to  complete  registration  by  mail. 
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Registration 

Students  failing  to  preregister  must  register  on  the  dates  listed  on  the  summer 
quarter  calendar.  A  late  registration  fee  of  $5.00  is  charged  to  students  failing  to 
complete  registration  on  the  announced  registration  date. 

Registration  for  the  summer  quarter  and  first  term  will  be  held  on  Wednesday, 
June  7  from  8:30  to  5:00  in  the  Broome-Kirk  Gymnasium.  Registration  for  the 
mid-summer  term  will  be  held  in  the  Registrar's  Office  on  Monday,  June  26,  from 
2:00  to  4:00  p.m.  (Classes  for  the  mid-summer  term  will  begin  on  the  morning  of 
June  26.)  Registration  for  the  second  term  will  be  held  on  Thursday,  July  13 
from  8:30  to  5:00  in  the  Broome-Kirk  Gymnasium.  All  students  should  register  on 
the  designated  days. 

Registration  for  students  enrolling  in  two-week  courses  will  be  completed  by 
mail  or  after  the  first  class  meeting  at  the  designated  location  to  be  announced 
during  the  first  class  meeting  of  the  two-week  course. 

Academic  Load 

A  student  normally  takes  from  fifteen  to  eighteen  hours  in  a  quarter,  nine  hours 
in  a  six-week  term,  and  three  hours  in  a  two-week  term. 

Course  Changes 

In  order  to  drop  or  add  a  course,  a  student  must  secure  permission  from  his 
adviser.  A  fee  of  $1  will  be  charged  for  dropping  or  adding  a  course  unless  the 
change  was  initiated  by  the  college. 

To  add  a  course,  a  student  must  secure  permission  and  the  drop-add  form  from 
his  adviser.  The  drop-add  form  is  taken  to  the  Registrar's  office  where  a  new 
course  card  and  Class  Admission  Card  are  obtained.  After  the  close  of  registration, 
a  student  may  not  add  a  course. 

To  drop  a  course,  a  student  must  get  the  approval  of  his  adviser.  (The  drop- 
add  form  is  obtained  from  the  student's  adviser.)  Students  must  secure  the  Class 
Admission  Card  from  the  instructor  involved  and  take  it  and  the  drop-add  form  to 
the  office  of  the  Registrar. 

Any  student  who  has  official  permission  from  his  adviser  may  drop  a  course 
within  two  weeks  after  the  close  of  registration  for  the  summer  quarter  or  within 
five  class  hours  for  a  five- week  term  and  receive  a  grade  of  DR.  No  grade  points 
or  hours  will  be  counted  for  the  grade  of  DR. 

Any  student  desiring  to  drop  a  course  more  than  two  weeks  after  registration 
closes  for  the  summer  quarter  or  five  class  hours  for  a  six-week  term  must  bring 
a  note  from  his  instructor  indicating  whether  he  is  passing  or  failing  to  the 
Dean  of  Student  Affairs  (undergraduate)  or  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School 
(graduates)  .  These  students  will  be  assigned  a  grade  of  DRP  or  DRF  depending 
upon  whether  the  student  is  passing  or  failing.  If  the  grade  is  DRP,  the  hours  will 
not  be  counted  in  computing  grade  point  average.  If  the  grade  is  DRF,  the  hours 
will  be  counted  in  computing  grade  point  averages.  Courses  dropped  at  any  time 
without  permission  will  be  recorded  as  F's  and  the  hours  will  be  counted  in  com- 
puting grade  point  averages. 

Class  Attendance 

A  student  is  expected  to  attend  every  meeting  of  his  classes  and  not  to  absent 
himself  without  adequate  reason.  The  Dean  of  Student  Affairs  will  approve  excuses 
only  for  college -sponsored  activities,  illness  certified  by  a  physician  or  the  college 
nurse,  death  or  extreme  hardship  in  the  immediate  family. 
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Withdrawal  from  College 

A  student  who  wishes  to  withdraw  from  the  college  for  any  reason  must  make 
arrangements  with  the  Dean  of  Student  Affairs  or  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School 
prior  to  withdrawal.  Permission  from  the  parents  or  guardian  of  a  minor  student 
to  withdraw  is  required. 

Students  who  withdraw  officially  from  the  college  will  receive  grades  of  "W" 
and  hours  will  not  be  counted  in  computing  grade  point  averages.  Students  who 
withdraw  unofficially  from  the  college  will  receive  grades  of  "F"  and  hours  will 
be  counted  in  computing  grade  point  averages. 

Reports 

Final  quarter  or  term  grades  are  reported  to  the  office  of  the  Registrar  not  later 
than  forty-eight  hours  after  the  examination  in  the  course  is  given.  Each  instructor 
will  post  the  grades  of  his  students. 

National  Teacher  Examinations 

A  candidate  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  and  teacher  certification  is 
required  to  take  the  Common  Examination  of  the  National  Teacher  Examinations 
and  the  Option  Examination,  if  available,  in  his  major  subject.  The  fees  charged 
are  those  of  the  Educational  Testing  Service,  Princeton,  New  Jersey. 

Graduate  Record  Examination 

A  candidate  for  a  degree  in  a  program  not  leading  to  teacher  certification  is 
required  to  take  the  Aptitude  Test  and  the  Advanced  Test,  if  available,  of  the 
Graduate  Record  Examination. 

Graduation 

Degrees  are  conferred  at  the  close  of  the  spring  and  summer  quarters.  Candi- 
dates for  degrees  must  file  application  for  degrees  and  North  Carolina  certificates 
on  blanks  provided  by  the  Registrar  and  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  on 
registration  day  of  the  quarter  in  which  graduation  requirements  will  be  com- 
pleted. At  the  time  of  filing  the  application,  all  requirements  except  current  work 
should  be  completed. 

All  candidates  for  degrees  at  any  commencement  are  expected  to  be  present  to 
receive  their  degrees  in  person  unless  excused  by  the  Dean  of  Student  Affairs  or 
the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School. 

Teacher  Certification 

For  a  regular  A  certificate  in  North  Carolina,  a  candidate  must  make  a  mini- 
mum score  of  475  on  the  National  Teacher  Common  Examinations  and  a  minimum 
score  of  475  on  the  Area  Examination.  A  candidate  who  scores  less  than  475  and 
not  lower  than  425  may  be  issued  a  probationary  certificate  for  not  more  than  a 
one-year  period.  No  certificate  is  issued  to  an  applicant  who  makes  a  score  lower 
than  425  on  the  Common  Examinations  or  the  Area  Examinations. 

All  transcripts  showing  that  the  student  is  qualified  for  a  teaching  certificate 
bear  this  notation: 

This  is  to  certify  that  (name)  has  satisfactorily  completed  the  regular 
National  Council  for  Accreditation  of  Teacher  Education  accredited  pro- 
gram of  this  institution  for  the  preparation  of  teachers  and  that  (he  or 
she)  is  specifically  prepared  to  teach  (subject) .  This  applicant  has  met  all 
other  appropriate  standards  of  this  institution  which  are  required  for  full 
recommendation  for  teaching. 
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GRADUATE  SCHOOL 

History 

Graduate  study  leading  toward  the  Master's  degree  was  first  offered  at  Appala- 
chian State  Teachers  College  during  the  summer  of  1942  with  fifty-one  students 
enrolled  in  graduate  courses.  During  the  summers  of  1942-47  graduate  work  offered 
was  on  a  cooperative  basis  with  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  with  that 
institution  giving  full  credit  toward  the  Master's  degree.  Beginning  with  the  sum- 
mer of  1948,  Appalachian  accepted  qualified  students  as  candidates  for  the  Master 
of  Arts  degree.  On  February  26,  1949,  graduate  study  at  Appalachian  was  approved 
by  the  American  Association  of  Colleges  for  Teacher  Education.  The  Graduate 
School  is  a  member  of  the  Council  of  Graduate  Schools  in  the  United  States. 

The  Graduate  School,  organized  to  provide  facilities  for  advanced  study  leading 
to  the  Master  of  Arts  degree,  offers  programs  of  graduate  work  during  the  summer 
session  and  the  three  quarters  of  the  regular  session.  A  maximum  of  nine  quarter 
hours  may  be  earned  in  a  five-week  summer  term  and  fifteen  quarter  hours  in  a 
quarter  in  the  regular  session. 

Objectives 

The  primary  objective  of  graduate  study  is  to  add  to  the  competency  of 
teachers  and  other  educational  workers.  Each  course  offered  is  justified  in  terms  of 
the  contribution  which  it  makes  toward  a  realization  of  the  general  aim  of  the 
program  and  the  specific  objectives  of  the  individual  student.  Both  functional  and 
scientific  in  their  approach,  the  objectives  of  the  Graduate  School  are  to  prepare 
master  teachers,  supervisors,  and  administrators.  Accordingly,  work  leading  to  the 
Master  of  Arts  degree  is  designed  to  prepare  teachers  for  the  following  types  of 
positions:  Superintendent,  Principal,  General  Supervisor,  Supervisor  of  Student 
Teaching,  School  Librarian,  Secondary  School  Teacher,  Elementary  School  Teacher, 
School  Counselor,  School  Musician,  Reading  Specialist,  Audiovisual  Specialist, 
Junior  College  Teacher,  Special  Education  Teacher,  Teacher  of  the  Deaf. 

Requirements  for  Admission 

Admission  to  graduate  study  is  based  on  the  following: 

1.  A  baccalaureate  degree  from  a  college  or  university  of  recognized  standing. 

2.  An  undergraduate  background  appropriate  for  graduate  study  in  the  proposed 
field.  If  the  student  intends  to  become  a  candidate  for  the  Master  of  Arts 
degree  with  a  major  or  minor  in  education,  he  must  present  a  minimum  of 
twenty-seven  hours  of  undergraduate  credit  in  education  and  related  courses. 
For  prerequisites  in  his  academic  field  he  should  consult  the  chairman  of  the 
graduate  advisory  committee  in  that  field. 

3.  An  undergraduate  academic  average  of  at  least  C-(-.  A  student  with  a  lower 

academic  average  may,  with  the  permission  of  the  Graduate  Council,  register 
for  advanced  work  and  upon  the  satisfactory  completion  of  one  quarter  of 
work  may  make  application  for  admission  to  graduate  study. 

4.  A  report  of  scores  on  the  National  Teacher  Examinations,  weighted  Common 
and  appropriate  Area,  if  available.  Applicants  for  admission  to  the  program 
for  preparing  junior  college  teachers  may  offer  scores  on  the  Aptitude  Test  of 
the  Graduate  Record  Examination  and  the  appropriate  Advanced  Test. 

5.  An  application  for  admission  made  on  a  special  form,  obtainable  on  request, 
and  submitted  with  a  complete  transcript  of  all  previous  college  work,  unless 
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done  at  Appalachian,  at  least  one  month  before  the  candidate  plans  to  begin 
graduate  study. 

6.  Two  reference  ratings,  one  of  which  must  be  from  a  college  administrator  or 
the  head  of  the  department  in  the  candidate's  undergraduate  major  field  of 
study. 

7.  Freedom  from  serious  physical,  personality,  or  speech  defects. 

8.  Approval  of  the  chairman  of  the  department  or  division  in  which  he  intends 
to  major. 

9.  A  record  of  successful  teaching  experience  or  satisfactory  completion  of  student 
teaching,   except   for   those  planning   to   prepare    for  junior   college    teaching. 

10.  Unless  he  intends  to  prepare  for  teaching  in  a  junior  college,  an  applicant 
must  hold,  or  be  eligible  to  hold,  a  North  Carolina  A  teaching  certificate  in 
his  chosen  field  or  the  comparable  certificate  in  another  state. 

11.  A  candidate  for  a  bachelor's  degree  who  lacks  not  more  than  twelve  quarter 
hours  of  undergraduate  work  may  take  graduate  courses  to  make  a  total  of  not 
more  than  fifteen  quarter  hours  in  a  ten-week  term,  provided  he  is  qualified 
otherwise  for  admission. 

Admission  Status 

Regular.  Regular  admission  to  the  Graduate  School  is  granted  to  students  who 
meet  the  established  requirements  for  entrance. 

Provisional.  A  student  who  does  not  have  all  the  prerequisites  for  admission, 
or  who  has  deficiencies,  but  is  otherwise  admissable  may  enter  on  a  provi- 
sional basis. 

Probationary.  A  student  who  does  not  meet  established  requirements  for  admission 
but  who  supplies  sufficient  evidence  to  show  that  he  is  capable  of  doing 
satisfactory  graduate  work  may  be  admitted  on  a  probationary  basis  for  one 
quarter.  If  his  work  is  satisfactory,  he  may  then  be  permitted  to  apply  for 
admission  to  candidacy  for  the  Master's  degree. 

Certification.  A  student  who  does  not  plan  to  work  for  the  Master's  degree  may 
be  permitted  to  register  for  graduate  courses  to  be  used  for  renewing  his 
certificate  or  changing  his  certification  pattern.  Such  work,  however,  may  not 
later  be  applied  toward  the  degree.  Unless  the  student  already  holds  the  Mas- 
ter's degree,  he  is  normally  encouraged  to  apply  for  admission  in  order  to 
assure  a  dual  use  of  his  graduate  credits. 

Transient.  A  student  enrolled  in  another  recognized  graduate  school  may  be  per- 
mitted to  register  for  a  limited  number  of  graduate  credits  at  Appalachian  pro- 
vided the  dean  of  the  graduate  school  in  which  he  is  enrolled  submits  a  state- 
ment  that   he   is   in   good   standing. 

Requirements  for  Admission  to  Candidacy 
for  the  Master's  Degree 

Admission  to  graduate  study  does  not  carry  with  it  admission  to  candidacy  for 
the  Master's  degree.  Admission  to  candidacy  for  the  degree  is  acted  upon  after  one 
quarter  of  graduate  study  in  the  college. 

1.  Admission  to  candidacy  is  contingent  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  appli- 
cant's advisory  committee  and  the  approval  of  the  Graduate  Council. 

2.  Before  being  accepted  as  a  candidate  for  the  degree,  an  applicant  will  be 
expected  to  have: 

a.    Given  evidence  of  personal  and  professional  fitness  to  become  a  candidate 
for  the  Master's  degree. 
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b.  Attained  a  satisfactory  level  of  competency  through  pre-service  or  in-service 
teaching  experience. 

c.  Demonstrated  ability  to  do  satisfactory  and  creditable  work  at  the  graduate 
level.  A  student  must  have  at  least  a  B  average  at  the  time  his  application 
for  candidacy  is  presented. 

3.  Before  filing  application  for  admission  to  candidacy,  the  applicant  shall  have 
taken  the  Miller  Analogies  Test  and  the  Common  and  the  Area  of  the  National 
Teacher  Examinations.  Admission  is  contingent  upon  acceptable  scores.  The 
cutoff  scores  are  30,  550  and  550  respectively.  An  applicant  for  admission  to 
the  junior  college  program  may  offer  scores  on  the  Aptitude  Test  of  the 
Graduate  Record  Examination  and  the  Advanced  Test  in  lieu  of  N.T.E. 

4.  Each  student  shall  file  with  the  chairman  of  his  advisory  committee  an  ap- 
plication for  admission  to  candidacy  before  the  end  of  the  quarter  in  which 
he  will  complete  twelve  quarter  hours  of  resident  graduate  credit  at  Appa- 
lachian. Blanks  for  this  purpose  may  be  obtained  either  from  the  adviser  or 
from  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School.  At  the  time  the  application 
is  presented  to  the  Graduate  Council  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee, the  student  shall  have  completed  the  research  course  required  in  his 
major  field  and  at  least  one  other  course  in  his  major  field.  In  all  cases  the 
student  must  complete  at  least  fifteen  quarter  hours  of  credit  after  he  is 
admitted  to  candidacy. 

5.  The  application  for  admission  to  candidacy  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  pro- 
posed program  of  study  approved  by  the  applicant's  advisory  committee  and 
the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School.  Normally,  the  program  study  will  include 
a  major  of  not  less  than  thirty-six  quarter  hours  in  Biology,  Business  Edu- 
cation, Chemistry,  Counseling,  Education,  English,  French,  Industrial  Arts, 
Library  Science,  Mathematics,  Music,  Physical  Education,  Social  Sciences,  or 
Spanish  and  a  minor  of  not  less  than  nine  quarter  hours  in  Education  if  the 
proposed  major  is  in  a  field  other  than  Education. 

6.  Except  for  those  preparing  to  teach  in  junior  college,  students  are  required  to 
present  a  minimum  of  twenty-seven  quarter  hours  of  undergraduate  credit  in 
Education  and  related  courses.  The  applicant's  academic  field  shall  be  based 
upon  a  prerequisite  of  an  undergraduate  major  in  that  field.  Persons  preparing 
in  elementary  education  and  majoring  in  an  academic  area  must  present  a 
minimum  of  twenty-one  hours  of  undergraduate  work  in  the  academic  field, 
but  they  may  spread  the  academic  graduate  work  over  as  many  as  four 
fields  with  at  least  nine  hours  of  academic  work  in  a  single  field. 

Requirements  for  Graduation 

The  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  may  be  conferred  upon  a  student  who  has  com- 
pleted creditably  the  program  of  work  submitted  to  the  Graduate  Council  at 
the  time  his  application  for  admission  to  candidacy  was  approved.  The  candidate 
may,  with  the  approval  of  his  advisory  committee  and  the  Graduate  Council,  elect 
not  to  write  a  thesis.  Hence,  either  of  two  programs  for  the  degree  may  be  fol- 
lowed. 

WITH  THESIS: 

1.  Thirty-nine  acceptable  quarter  hours  of  graduate  course  work,  exclusive  of  the 
thesis,  completed  in  residence  at  Appalachian. 

2.  A  minimum  residence  of  one  academic  year  (36  weeks)  or  its  equivalent  in  the 
summer. 

3.  A  thesis  in  the  major  field  of  interest,  for  which  the  candidate  shall  register 
for  credit  not  exceeding  six  quarter  hours. 
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4.  All  graduate  credit  offered  for  the  degree  must  have  been  earned  within  a  limit 
of  six  calendar  years.  By  special  permission  of  the  Graduate  Council,  however, 
a  student  may  validate  by  examination  credit  earned  within  a  limit  of  ten 
calendar  years.  All  work  to  be  credited  toward  the  degree,  except  that  being 
taken  currently,  must  be  completed  and  grades  recorded  at  least  four  weeks 
before  the  degree  is  awarded. 

5.  Not  more  than  fifteen  quarter  hours  offered  toward  the  degree  may  be  senior- 
graduate  credit. 

6.  Grades  on  course  work  may  not  average  lower  than  B.  No  graduate  course 
with  a  grade  below  C  will  be  credited  toward  the  degree. 

7.  An  acceptable  performance  on  a  comprehensive  examination,  either  oral  or 
written  or  both,  on  the  major  field  is  required  of  every  candidate  for  the  de- 
gree. The  comprehensive  must  be  scheduled  during  the  last  one-third  of  the 
residence  period  and  at  least  ten  calendar  days  prior  the  date  on  which  the 
candidate  receives  the  degree. 

WITHOUT  THESIS: 

1.  Fifty- four  acceptable  quarter  hours  of  graduate  course  work,  forty-five  of  which 
must  be  completed  in  residence  at  Appalachian.  A  candidate  may,  with  the 
permission  of  his  advisory  committee  and  the  approval  of  the  Graduate  Coun- 
cil, offer  up  to  nine  quarter  hours  of  resident  graduate  credit  from  another 
graduate  school  or  nine  quarter  hours  of  graduate  extension  credit  from 
Appalachian,  but  in  no  case  may  the  residence  at  Appalachian  be  less  than 
one  academic  year   (36  weeks)  . 

2.  A  minimum  residence  of  forty- two  weeks  or  its  equivalent  in  summer  sessions, 
except  that  up  to  six  weeks  of  residence  may  be  waived  if  as  much  as  nine 
hours  of  extension  credit  or  transfer  credit  is  accepted  toward  the  degree. 

3.  All  graduate  credit  offered  toward  the  degree  must  have  been  earned  within  a 
limit  of  six  calendar  years,  or,  if  earned  within  a  limit  of  ten  years,  validated 
by  examination.  Graduate  credit  transferred  from  another  institution  may 
not  be  validated  by  examination.  All  work  to  be  credited  toward  the  degree, 
except  that  being  taken  currently,  must  be  completed  and  grades  recorded 
at  least  four  weeks  before  the  degree  is  awarded. 

4.  For  candidates  majoring  in  Education,  not  more  than  eighteen  quarter  hours 
offered  toward  the  degree  may  be  senior-graduate  credit.  For  candidates  com- 
pleting an  academic  major  of  thirty-six  hours,  up  to  twenty-four  hours  of 
senior-graduate  work  may  be  approved,  provided  that  not  more  than  eighteen 
quarter  hours  of  it  is  offered  in  the  major. 

5.  Grades  on  course  work  may  not  average  lower  than  B.  No  graduate  course 
with  a  grade  below  C  will  be  credited  toward  the  Master's  degree. 

6.  An  acceptable  performance  on  a  comprehensive  examination,  either  oral  or 
written  or  both,  on  the  major  field  is  required  of  every  candidate  for  the 
degree.  The  comprehensive  must  be  scheduled  during  the  last  one-third  of 
the  residence  period  and  at  least  ten  calendar  days  prior  to  the  date  on  which 
the  candidate  receives  the  degree. 

THESIS: 

The  subject  of  the  thesis  must  be  within   the  major  field.  The   thesis   should 
show: 

1.  Ability  of  the  candidate  to  work  independently  on  an  approved  problem. 

2.  A  reasonably  wide  familiarity  with  the  literature  of  the  field  of  specialization. 

3.  A  practical  working  knowledge  of  research  methods. 

4.  Conclusions  supported  by  data. 
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The  student  must  have  presented  a  prospectus  to  his  advisory  committee  and 
received  approval  of  his  proposed  topic  before  he  is  permitted  to  register  for  the 
thesis.  Normally  the  candidate's  advisory  committee  will  constitute  his  thesis 
committee,  but  the  chairman  of  the  advisory  committee  may  appoint  any  member 
of  the  graduate  faculty  of  his  staff  to  act  as  chairman  of  the  thesis  committee  and 
to  supervise  the  writing  of  the  thesis. 

The  latest  edition  of  Campbell's  Form  Book  for  Thesis  Writing  is  the  approved 
guide  for  form.  With  the  approval  of  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  and  the 
thesis  committee,  the  form  may  be  varied  to  meet  the  requirements  of  publishers 
if  the  manuscript  is  to  be  printed. 

At  least  four  weeks  (two  weeks  in  the  summer  session)  before  he  is  scheduled 
to  defend  his  thesis  before  his  examining  committee,  the  candidate  must  submit 
a  preliminary  copy  to  each  member  of  his  committee.  Within  ten  days  (five  days 
in  the  summer  session)  ,  other  members  of  the  committee  shall  return  the  thesis  to 
the  chairman  of  the  thesis  committee  with  written  criticisms  and  statements  of 
condition  or  tentative  approval. 

Prior  to  seven  calendar  days  (five  in  the  summer  session)  before  he  expects  to 
receive  his  degree,  the  candidate  will  defend  his  thesis  in  an  oral  examination  by 
his  committee. 

Immediately  after  approval  by  the  thesis  examining  committee,  four  typewritten 
copies  of  the  thesis,  the  original  and  the  first  three  carbons,  must  be  filed  in 
the  College  Library,  together  with  the  costs  of  having  them  bound. 

Four  copies  of  the  approval  sheet  must  be  prepared  by  the  student.  One  copy 
is  bound  with  each  copy  of  the  thesis. 

Four  copies  of  an  abstract  of  the  thesis  must  be  filed  with  the  thesis  after 
the  abstract  has  been  approved  by  the  chairman  of  the  thesis  committee.  The 
abstract,  not  to  exceed  two  typewritten  pages,  shall  give  the  problem,  the  procedure, 
and  the  conclusions  reached  in  the  thesis. 

Application  for  the  Degree 

The  graduate  student  must  file  with  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  an 
application  for  the  Master's  degree  the  first  week  of  his  final  registration  period. 
The  application  form  may  be  secured  from  the  Graduate  Office.  If  he  wishes  to 
apply  for  a  certificate  to  teach  in  North  Carolina,  the  candidate  must  also  file  an 
application  for  a  certificate.  This  form,  too,  may  be  secured  from  the  Graduate 
Office. 


Degrees  not  Conferred  in  Absentia 

Candidates  for  the  Master  of  Arts  degree  are  expected  to  be  present  at  any 
commencement  to  receive  the  degree  in  person  unless  excused  in  writing  by 
the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School. 

Sixth- Year  Programs  for  School  Administrators 

The  Department  of  Education  offers  sixth-year  programs  for  the  preparation 
of  school  administrators.  Patterns  of  study  are  available  which  prepare  students 
successfully  completing  the  programs  to  qualify  for  Advanced  Certificates  as 
superintendents,  assistant  superintendents,  or  principals.  Details  concerning  these 
programs  may  be  secured  from  the  Chairman,  Department  of  Education,  Duncan 
Hall. 
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Fellowships  and  Assistantships 

Appalachian  offers  only  a  limited  number  of  Graduate  Fellowships  for  the 
summer  quarter,  the  stipends  ranging  from  $100  to  $200  for  each  term.  Approxi- 
mately ninety  fellowships  and  assistantships  are  available  for  the  regular  session. 
Five  research  fellowships  carrying  stipends  of  $1200  each  are  available  to  qualified 
applicants.  Half-time  fellows  and  assistants  will  devote  twenty-four  hours  a  week 
to  laboratory  instruction  or  other  service  to  the  college.  Third-time  and  quarter- 
time  assistants  give  proportionately  less  time  to  their  assistantships.  Assistants 
receive  annual  stipends  of  $1800  and  $1200  respectively  and  are  permitted  to 
carry  a  quarterly  academic  load  of  nine,  twelve,  and  fifteen  quarter  hours  depend- 
ing upon  the  classification  of  the  assistantships. 

Teaching  fellowships  are  available  in  the  Laboratory  Schools  and  in  the  col- 
lege. Departments  in  which  fellows  and  assistants  may  work  are  Biology,  Business 
Education,  Chemistry,  Education,  English,  French,  Industrial  Arts,  Library  Science, 
Mathematics,  Music,  Physical  Education,  Social  Science,  and  Spanish.  In  addition 
eight  dormitory  counselorships  are  available. 

Up  to  seventy-five  work-study  assistantships  paying  up  to  $1000  for  the  academic 
year  and  $300  for  the  summer  are  made  available  to  qualified  applicants  through 
the  Economic  Opportunity  Act.  Students  interested  in  a  work-study  assistantship 
are  advised  to  write  to  the  Director  of  Student  Financial  Aid,  Appalachian  State 
Teachers  College. 

For  the  preparation  of  junior  college  teachers  Appalachian  offers  a  two-year 
program  which  combines  graduate  study  with  supervised  college  teaching  and 
leads  to  the  Master  of  Arts  degree  and  one  year  of  college  teaching  experience  in 
any  one  of  the  following  fields:  Biology,  Business  Education,  Chemistry,  Education, 
English,  French,  Industrial  Arts,  Mathematics,  Music,  Physical  Education,  Social 
Science,  and  Spanish.  Five  appointments  in  this  program  are  maintained  each  year. 
An  applicant  is  required  to  have  at  least  an  average  of  B  on  his  undergraduate 
work.  Teaching  experience  is  desirable.  The  junior  college  teaching  fellow  receives 
a  stipends  of  $3600  paid  on  the  basis  of  $1200  during  the  first  year  and  $2400 
during  the  second. 

Anyone  wishing  to  apply  for  an  assistantship  or  a  fellowship  should  write  the 
Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  for  application  forms  and  return  them  properly  filled 
out,  and  he  should  submit  a  complete  transcript  of  his  college  work  not  later  than 
July  1.  Applications  for  fellowships  are  considered  after  applicants  have  been 
approved  for  admission  to  the  Graduate  School. 

Loans 

Graduate  students  who  have  been  admitted  to  candidacy  for  the  degree  are 
eligible  to  apply  for  loans  not  exceeding  $500  a  quarter.  Preference  for  these  loans, 
most  of  which  are  made  available  through  the  National  Defense  Education  Act,  is 
given  to  graduate  students  who  do  not  hold  fellowships  or  assistantships.  Applica- 
tions for  loans  should  be  submitted  to  the  Director  of  Student  Financial  Aid 
at  least  one  month  before  the  money  is  needed. 

Internships 

In  addition  to  internships  in  junior  college  teaching,  qualified  applicants  may 
serve  internships  in  school  administration  and  in  supervision  of  student  teaching. 
To  be  eligible  for  an  internship  an  applicant  must: 

1.  Hold  a  valid  North  Carolina  A  certificate  or  better. 

2.  Have  successfully  completed  three  or  more  years  of  teaching  with  at  least  one 
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year  in  the  school  system  in  which  he  plans  to  do  his  internship. 

3.  Have  the  recommendation  of  his  principal  and /or  superintendent. 

4.  Have  been  admitted  to  candidacy  for  or  hold  the  Master's  degree. 
The  following  administrative  policy  governs  internships: 

1.  An  applicant  for  an  internship  must  be  working  within  a  reasonable  distance 
of  the  College. 

2.  The  number  of  registrants  for  Education  575  and  576  is  limited. 

3.  The  intern  must  work  under  a  fully  certified  supervisor. 

4.  The  supervisor  must  express  a  willingness  to  supervise  the  work  and  provide 
the  experiences  necessary  for  the  intern. 

5.  No  supervisor  may  be  an  intern  at  the  time  that  he  is  supervising  the  work  of 
another  intern. 

An  internship  in  the  supervision  of  student  teachers  is  available  to  supervising 
teachers  who  have  successfully  supervised  at  least  one  student  teacher  during  the 
past  two  years.  The  program,  designed  to  permit  teachers  to  participate  while 
regularly  employed  in  a  school  system,  carries  three  hours  of  credit  during  the 
college  quarter.  Further  details  of  this  program  may  be  secured  from  the  Office 
of  Student  Teaching. 

Field  Experience  in  Teaching  Reading 

The  college  has  a  cooperative  program  with  the  Charlotte  City  Schools  which 
makes  it  possible  for  graduate  students  to  take  nine  hours  of  summer  work  in 
the  Charlotte  Reading  Center.  This  work  is  supervised  by  the  Charlotte  Reading 
Center  Staff  and  the  college.    (See  Education  551.) 

Extension  Classes 

Based  upon  requests  from  the  administrators  of  school  systems  in  Northwestern 
North  Carolina,  Appalachian  offers  in-service  courses  for  teachers  and  other  per- 
sonnel. The  course  is  given  at  a  central  place  in  the  school  unit  which  has  re- 
quested the  in-service  training.  For  graduate  students  who  register  for  extension 
work,  up  to  nine  quarter  hours  of  graduate  credit  may  be  counted  toward  the 
Master's  degree.  Extension  work  applied  toward  the  degree  will  not  reduce  the 
minimum  residence  requirement  of  thirty-six  weeks,  but  it  can  be  used  to  replace 
the  six  weeks  of  additional  residence  required  of  students  who  do  not  write  a 
thesis.  The  cost  of  extension  work,  including  tuition  and  fees,  is  $30.00  for  three 
quarter  hours.  A  student  registering  for  the  first  time  must  pay  a  registration  fee 
of  $5.00. 

Saturday  and  Evening  Classes 

Appalachian  also  schedules  Saturday  graduate  courses  on  campus  during  the 
fall,  winter,  and  spring  quarters.  By  attending  Saturday  classes  during  any  one 
quarter,  the  graduate  student  may  earn  three  hours  of  graduate  credit  and  three 
weeks  of  residence.  As  much  as  eighteen  quarter  hours  of  credit  earned  in  Saturday 
classes  may  be  applied  toward  the  Master's  degree.  The  cost  of  Saturday  work, 
including  tuition  and  fees,  is  $30.00  for  three  quarter  hours.  Books  and  supplies 
cost  approximately  $10.00.  A  student  registering  for  the  first  time  must  pay  a 
registration  fee  of  $5.00. 

Registration 

Graduate  students  may  preregister  or  register  at  the  time  specified  on  the  col- 
lege calendar.  Initial  registration  is  contingent  upon   the  receipt  of  approval  of 
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transcripts  of  all  work  completed  in  other  institutions.  Registration  material  is 
provided  by  the  office  of  the  Graduate  School.  A  fee  will  be  charged  for  late 
registration.  See  Special  Fees. 


Full-Time  Resident  Students 

For  full-time  resident  credit  a  student  must  be  registered  for  a  minimum  of 
twelve  quarter  hours  (six  in  a  summer  term)  unless  he  is  a  graduate  teaching 
fellow  or  assistant.  A  graduate  student  may  register  for  no  more  than  fifteen  hours 
a  quarter  or  nine  for  a  summer  session.  Ordinarily,  a  graduate  student  should 
attempt  not  more  than  fifteen  hours  in  a  summer  quarter. 


Auditors 

Regular  fees  are  charged  for  auditing.  A  student  may  register  as  an  auditor  for 
a  course  with  the  consent  of  the  instructor  and  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School. 
Classes  audited  shall  count  as  part  of  the  student's  load,  but  he  will  receive  no 
credit  and  no  grade  will  be  assigned.  An  auditor  is  expected  to  be  regular  in  class 
attendance  but  may  not  participate  in  class  discussions  unless  he  is  invited  to  do 
so.  He  is  not  required  to  take  tests  and  examinations.  If  he  decides  to  change  his 
registration  from  audit  to  credit,  he  must  do  so  before  the  beginning  of  the  mid- 
term week. 


Unclassified  Graduate  Students 

A  student  doing  graduate  work  but  who  has  not  applied  for  admission  to  the 
Graduate  School  and  who  is  not  working  on  a  definite  program  of  graduate 
study  leading  to  the  Master's  degree  will  not  be  able  later  to  count  such  work  as 
fulfilling  course  requirements  for  the  degree. 


Employed  Students 

Public  school  teachers  employed  on  a  full-time  basis  may  not  take  more  than 
three  quarter  hours  during  any  one  quarter  or  a  total  of  nine  quarter  hours  from 
September  1  to  June  1.  A  full-time  college  instructor  may  not  take  more  than 
three  quarter  hours  during  one  registration  period. 


Independent  Study 

With  the  approval  of  the  instructor,  the  department  chairman,  the  Dean  of 
Academic  Affairs,  and  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School,  a  graduate  student  who 
has  been  admitted  to  candidacy  may  register  for  independent  study.  Students 
registered  for  independent  study  must  be  scheduled  for  regular  conference  periods 
at  least  weekly.  As  much  as  six  quarter  hours  of  independent  study  may  be 
applied  toward  the  degree. 


Changing  Majors 

A  student  who  has  been  approved  by  one  department  but  who  wishes  to  change 
to  another  must  have  the  approval  of  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  and  of  the 
department  into  which  he  proposes  to  transfer  before  the  change  may  be  made. 
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Student  Responsibility 

The  graduate  student  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  for  his  own  progress. 
He  keeps  an  up-to-date  record  of  the  courses  he  has  taken  in  his  proposed  program 
and  checks  periodically  with  the  chairman  of  his  advisory  committee.  Responsi- 
bility for  errors  in  his  program  or  in  interpretation  of  regulations  rests  entirely 
with  the  student. 

Library  Carrels 

Library  carrels  are  available  to  graduate  students  who  are  working  on  theses 
and  special  research  projects.  Applications  for  carrels  are  made  on  a  quarterly 
basis  to  the  Librarian. 

Grades 

The  college  grading  system— A,  B,  C,  D,  F,  and  /—is  used  to  report  the  quality 
of  credit.  Graduate  credit  accepted  in  fulfillment  of  the  requirements  for  the 
Master's  degree  shall  average  not  lower  than  B,  and  no  credit  toward  the  degree 
shall  be  granted  for  a  grade  below  C.  A  grade  of  D  will  not  qualify  for  credit  for 
certificate  renewal  in  North  Carolina.  A  graduate  student  is  permitted  to  repeat 
not  more  than  one  course  to  improve  his  grade.  Course  work  reported  "Incomplete" 
must  be  completed  within  a  year  of  the  official  ending  of  the  course.  A  grade  of 
F  is  assigned  to  a  student  who  arbitrarily  discontinues  meeting  a  class  or  who 
withdraws  without  making  proper  arrangements  with  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate 
School  and  the  Dean  of  Student  Affairs. 

Changing  Grades 

Once  an  instructor  has  reported  a  grade  to  the  Registrar,  it  cannot  be  changed 
except  in  case  of  error  in  reporting  or  recording.  Any  change  made  must  also  be 
reported  to  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School. 

Transcripts 

Transcripts  of  graduate  work  completed  at  Appalachian  should  be  requested 
from,  the  Office  of  Academic  Records  and  Transcripts. 

Suspension  and  Dismissal 

Appalachian  reserves  the  right  to  exclude  at  any  time  a  graduate  student  whose 
conduct  is  deemed  improper  or  prejudicial  to  the  best  interest  of  the  College. 

A  graduate  student  who  fails  to  maintain  grades  of  at  least  B  in  half  of  the 
courses  for  which  he  is  registered  in  any  term  may  not  be  permitted  to  re-register 
as  a  candidate  for  the  Master's  degree.  However,  a  student  may  petition  the 
Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  for  consideration  of  extenuating  circumstances  which 
may  constitute  a  justifiable  exception  to  this  regulation.  If  the  Dean  of  the 
Graduate  School  approves,  the  student  may  be  permitted  to  register  at  his  own 
risk  for  an  additional  quarter. 

Graduate  Advisers 

A  student  working  toward  the  Master  of  Arts  degree  should  confer  with  the  ad- 
viser designated  for  his  particular  subject  and  have  his  courses  and  their  sequence 
approved  before  registering.

Programs  of  Instruction 

If  a  student  elects  not  to  write  a  thesis,  he  will  with  the  assistance  of  his 
advisory  committee  select  five  courses  in  lieu  of  the  thesis  which  may  be  in  edu- 
cation, an  academic  field,  or  both,  depending  on  the  student's  needs. 

An  academic  major  is  required  of  the  candidate  preparing  to  teach  in  secondary 
schools.  One  completing  a  double  major  must  complete  at  least  forty  per  cent  of 
his  courses  in  each  major.  Twenty-one  hours  or  more  of  the  work  of  candidates 
preparing  to  teach  in  elementary  school  must  be  in  academic  areas.

NDEA  INSTITUTE 

FOR  ADVANCED  STUDY 

FOR  SCHOOL  LIBRARY  PERSONNEL 

Under  the  auspices  of  Title  XI,  the  National  Defense  Education  Act,  Appala- 
chian State  Teachers  College  will  offer  a  five-week  institute  for  school  library 
supervisors.  This  institute  will  be  conducted  from  July  13  through  August  16, 
1967. 

The  program  is  designed  to  help  beginning  supervisors  to  set  up  their  systems 
and  to  assist  those  with  little  experience  to  explore  their  problems  and  to  improve 
existing  programs.  Foremost  among  the  objectives  are  these:  1.  To  give  beginning 
supervisors  the  opportunity  to  develop  a  philosophy  in  regard  to  supervision,  to 
explore  professional  relationships,  and  to  investigate  practical  means  of  improving 
service;  2.  To  help  them  improve  their  own  programs  or  to  give  them  confidence 
in  initiating  a  program;  3.  To  provide  benefits  from  contacts  with  successful  super- 
visors and  supervisory  systems;  4.  To  help  them  experience  both  personal  and 
professional  growth;  5.  To  help  them  understand  the  leadership  role  of  the  super- 
visor in  such  areas  as  development  of  curriculum,  selection  of  materials,  the  build- 
ing program. 

A  special  curriculum,  entirely  separate  from  the  regular  summer  school,  will 
carry  nine  quarter  hours  of  graduate  credit  for  those  who  wish  to  apply  for  credit. 
The  program  is  organized  around  five  broad  areas:  Orientation  to  the  Campus  and 
Informal  Evening  Reception;  Introduction  to  the  Institute— Purposes,  Program, 
Requirements  and  Registration;  Introduction  to  Supervision— Principles,  Patterns, 
Characteristics  of  Good  Supervision;  The  School  Library  Supervisor  in  the  Total 
School  Program;  Organizational  and  Administrative  Practices  and  Problems;  Im- 
proving Library  Services  through  Improved  Relationships  and  Expanded  Services; 
Evaluation  of  Supervisory  Services  and  Summarization  of  School  Library  Super- 
vision. 

The  institute  will  be  conducted  at  nearby  Appalachian  Elementary  School  in  a 
very  large  classroom  adjacent  to  the  auditorium.  In  addition  to  the  Institute's  own 
collection  of  materials,  the  participants  will  be  able  to  use  the  collections  of  the 
college  library,  the  Library  Science  library,  the  Juvenile  collection,  the  Curriculum 
Laboratory  library,  and  the  Audio- Visual  Center,  all  of  which  are  within  one  or 
two  blocks  of  the  Institute  Center. 

In  addition  to  the  formal  curriculum,  there  will  be  at  least  two  field  trips  to 
observe  successful  and  well-known  supervisory  programs.  Also,  there  will  be  lec- 
tures by  visiting  specialists,  conferences  with  qualified  supervisors,  and  the  oppor- 
tunity through  audio-visual  aids  to  see  other  good  practices  in  operation.  Social 
and  recreational  affairs  have  been  planned  and  participants  will  be  encouraged  to 
visit  scenic  and  cultural  places  on  weekends. 

The  institute  is  open  to  experienced  school  librarians  planning  to  enter  the 
supervisory  field  and  to  school  library  supervisors  who  have  had  not  more  than 
two  years  of  supervisory  experience,  and  who  have  not  attended  an  NDEA  insti- 
tute for  school  librarians.  Thirty -five  participants  will  be  chosen  from  southeastern 
United  States  but  the  majority  will  come  from  North  Carolina.  Preference  will  be 
given  to  those  already  under  contract  as  school  library  supervisors.  The  institute 
will  be  operated  in  compliance  with  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964:  "No 
person  in  the  United  States  shall,  on  the  ground  of  race,  color,  sex,  creed,  or 
national  origin,  be  excluded  from  participation  in,  be  denied  the  benefits  of,  or 
be  subject  to  discrimination  under  any  program  or  activity  receiving  Federal 
financial  assistance."  Each  participant  selected  is  eligible  upon  application  to  receive 
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a  stipend  of  $75  a  week  plus  $15  a  week  for  each  eligible  dependent  during  the 
institute.  Participants  pay  no  tuition  fees,  but  they  must  buy  their  books  and 
materials  and  pay  for  their  room  and  meals.  They  will  be  expected  to  live  in 
Watauga  Hall  but  may  live  in  town.  No  provision  is  made  for  housing  spouses 
and  dependents. 

In  addition  to  three  full-time  faculty  members  and  two  additional  full-time  staff 
members,  the  faculty  includes  five  part-time  instructors  and  nine  lecturers  and 
consultants. 

Further  information  will  be  found  in  a  brochure,  which  along  with  application 
blanks,  may  be  obtained  from  Miss  Eunice  Query,  Director.  The  deadline  for  mail- 
ing applications  is  March  20,  1967.

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INSTITUTE  ON  CONSTITUTIONAL  DEMOCRACY 
AND  TOTALITARIANISM 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  North  Carolina  Educational  Council  on  National 
Purposes,  Appalachian  State  Teachers  College  will  offer  a  four-week  Institute  on 
Constitutional  Democracy  and  Totalitarianism  for  social  studies  teachers,  July  17 
through  August  11. 

The  program  is  designed  to  develop  skills  in  teaching  the  contrasting  democratic 
and  communistic  ideologies  for  those  teachers  of  social  studies  who  have  limited 
background  in  political  science.

Charges  for  a 
dormitory  room  will  be  $28.  Cafeteria  meals  will  cost  a  minimum  of  $30  for 
dormitory  students.  Textbooks  to  be  purchased  by  the  students  will  cost  approxi- 
mately $15.

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OUT-OF-STATE  STUDENTS 

The  tuition  charge  for  legal  residents  of  North  Carolina  is  less  than  for  non- 
residents. A  legal  resident  of  North  Carolina  is  one  who  has  his  domicile  in  this 
State.  It  is  important  that  each  applicant  for  admission  and  each  enrolled  student 
know  his  residence  status  for  tuition  payment  and  understand  the  regulations  gov- 
erning residence  status.   The  following  regulations   cover   most   factual   situations: 

1.  A  person  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  is  not  deemed  eligible  for  the 
lower  tuition  rate  unless  he  has  maintained  his  legal  residence  in  North  Carolina 
for  at  least  the  six  months  next  preceding  the  date  of  his  first  enrollment  in  an 
institution  of  higher  education  in  this  State. 

2.  The  legal  residence  of  a  person  under  twenty-one  years  of  age  at  the  time  of 
his  first  enrollment  in  an  institution  of  higher  education  in  this  State  is  that  of  his 
parents,  surviving  parent,  or  legal  guardian.  In  cases  where  parents  are  divorced 
or  legally  separated,  the  legal  residence  of  the  father  will  control  unless  custody 
of  the  minor  has  been  awarded  by  court  order  to  the  mother  or  to  a  legal  guardian 
other  than  a  parent.  No  claim  of  residence  in  North  Carolina  based  upon  residence 
of  a  guardian  in  North  Carolina  will  be  considered  if  either  parent  is  still  living 
unless  the  action  of  the  court  appointing  the  guardian  antedates  the  student's  first 
enrollment  in  a  North  Carolina  institution  of  higher  education  by  at  least  twelve 
months. 

3.  The  residence  status  of  any  student  is  determined  as  of  the  time  of  his  first 
enrollment  in  an  institution  of  higher  education  in  North  Carolina  and  may  not 
thereafter  be  changed  except:  (a)  in  the  case  of  a  nonresident  minor  student  at 
the  time  of  his  first  enrollment  whose  parents  have  subsequently  established  legal 
residence  in  North  Carolina;  and  (b)  in  the  case  of  a  resident  who  abandons  his 
legal  residence  in  North  Carolina.  In  either  case,  the  appropriate  tuition  rate  will 
become  effective  at  the  beginning  of  the  semester  or  term  next  following  the  date 
of  change  of  residence  status. 

4.  The  legal  residence  of  a  wife  follows  that  of  her  husband,  except  that  a 
woman  student  currently  enrolled  in  this  institution  as  a  resident  may  continue  as 
a  resident  even  though  she  marries  a  nonresident. 

5.  Military  personnel  attached  to  military  posts  or  reservations  in  North  Caro- 
lina are  not  considered  eligible  for  the  lower  tuition  rate  unless  they  have  main- 
tained a  legal  residence  in  the  state  for  at  least  the  six  months  next  preceding  the 
date  of  first  enrollment  in  an  institution  of  higher  education  in  the  state. 

6.  Aliens  lawfully  admitted  to  the  United  States  for  permanent  residence  who 
have  established  a  legal  residence  in  North  Carolina  according  to  Paragraphs 
number  1,  2,  or  4,  above,  are  eligible  for  the  lower  tuition  rate. 

7.  Ownership  of  property  in  or  payment  of  taxes  to  the  State  of  North  Carolina 
apart  from  legal  residence  will  not  qualify  one  for  the  lower  tuition  rate. 

8.  Discretion  to  adjust  individual  cases  within  the  spirit  of  these  regulations  is 
lodged  in  the  Director  of  Business  Affairs  and  Registrar. 

Any  student  or  prospective  student  in  doubt  concerning  his  residence  status  must 
bear  the  responsibility  for  securing  a  ruling  by  stating  his  case  in  writing  to  the 
Director  of  Business  Affairs  and  Registrar.
